Between the invalid woman and a 
neighbor, some misunderstanding had arisen, and the 
latter had said some harsh and reproachful things of 
the former, who in her turn bad given way to strife 
and would not forgive her enemy. Nearly an hour 
did we sit while the good brother pleaded the ex- 
ample of Jesus, who when he was reviled, reviled 
not again,” and did not cease to plead until the sick 
woman had confessed the impropriety of her temper.

Then looking out on the angry, watery 
expanse which spread its broad bosom towards the 
west, I thought there is at least one country in which 
the poor man’s toil is requited, and in which I hope 
one day tomake my home. 

A walk of an hour brought us to the point whence 
we had set out, and in possession of keen appetites. 

Dinner being disposed of, the pastor saddled his 
pony for a journey of five or six miles to a preaching 
appointment. Riding and walking by turna, we ar- 
rived in about two hours at the place, and had shertly 
a collection of about twenty persons in a reom some- 
what better than that last described, in which we both 
addressed our fellow sinners on the way of salvation. 

Who would think that clerical intolerance could 
pursue this devoted missionary into bis mountain fast- 
nesses, to sever bim from the charge of the scattered 
sheep for whose souls so few men care?

| Tuere are doubtless to be found in every church

‘ty. In them the preacher of the gospel finds con- 
i stant and attentive hearers, and he feels that by them, 
lat least, his labors are valued, and that in their ease, 
| the seed sown, falls into good and productive ground. 
They regularly attend the place of social meeting, 
and there the solemnity, and fervor, and earnestness 
of their prayers, give manifest evidence of their taith, 
hand their habitual and trequent communion with God 
iin the cliset. Their voice ts often heard m words of 
‘exhortation and encouragement, that displays a rich 
Christian experience and progressive piety. Their 
‘religion is by no means confined to the Sabbath and 
| the place of worship, but accompanies them every 
where, and works itself out in their daily life and in- 
tercourse with all. ‘Their familiesand friends, and 
fellow Christians and the impenteng around them, 
can all bear witness to their faithfulness and ceascless 
activity. Especially are they noted for their beneti- 
cence, for manifold deeds of kindness and charity, for 
abundant liberality to every cause of Christian be- 
nevolence. 

Such are some of the more prominent characteris- 
tics ofan exemplary Christian character, which every 
one will doubtless recognize as embodied in the lives 
of some professed disciples of Christ. But are they 
embodied in the lives of all, or of the greater portion 
of professed Christians. May not the church be just- 
ly likened toa pyramid, the few stones of whose sum- 
mit are indeed raised high above the earth, but its 
broad base, and the chief portion of its mass rest upon 
the ground, or are ratsed but a little above the sur- 
face? Are not such Christians as have been partially 
and faintly described, almost solitary exceptions, scat- 
tered bere and there ? and do not Christians gener- 
ally, while they speak of them with praise, still seem 
to regard their piety as far higher than can usually 
he expected, and to regard it as nseless for themselves 
to seek to attain such a piety,and to carry it on toa 
still greater perfection 2? Does it seem to be a preva- 
lent and powertul impression among Christians, that 
it is the duty of all to possess and display such a pie- 
ty, such a spirit of full consecration to God, such an 
interest in the spiritual welfare of others, and to main- 
tain such a constant and intimate communion with 
God, as now characterize so few? If this is not the 
clear and settled conviction of every Christian, should 
it not be ? 

I wish to be corrected, if I am mistaken in any of 
these points; if I have erred in regard to the com- 
arative rarity of such a piety as 1 have attempted to 
delineate ; if I have erred in supposing that this piety 
is required of all, er in ey, ese the great ma- 
jority of Christians adopt a far lower standard, and 
are content with it. Are these questions of any im- 
portance and fitting to be asked at the present time ? 
rhey have appeared to me important, and have caus- 
ed me some anxiety? I shouk! therefore wish to 
know if I have troubled myself without reason.— Pu-
